B. C rane h av e been selected as th e 
board of directors of th e new bank. 
T h is new bank w ill p u rch ase th e 
bu ilding and fu rnitu re , safe and th e 
like and sta rt new. 
T h e'm oney th u s 
deriv ed w ill be tu rned ov er to C. M. 
K ing, wh o lias been selected as a tru s­ 
tee for th e dep ositors. 
A ll th e money 
now on band and th e m oney to be re ­ 
ceiv ed h ereafter th a t w ou ld h av e be­ 
longed to th e old bank w ill go to Mr. 
K ing, w h o w ill distrib u te it a t tim es 
to th e dep ositors p ro rate. 
F o rty p er 
cent, of th e notes h eld by Mr. A llison 
w ill become du e in forty day s. 
W ith th is 
arrangem ent 
th e new 
bank w ill begin bu siness in a few 
day s, and it is regarded as a v ery sa t­ 
isfactory w ind-u p of w h at m igh t h av e 
been m u ch 
worse. 
Th e dep ositors 
w ill receiv e p ossibly 7 5 p er cent, of 
th e money w ith in th e nex t few weeks, 
and Mr. A llison stated to th e R ep u bli­ 
can today th a t it was th e intention of 
th e new com p any to ap p ly th e e a rn­ 
ings of th e new jbank'on th e deficiency 
in th e fu nds going to th e dep ositors 
u ntil th ey bad receiv ed do llar for dol­ 
lar. 
It was w ith th is end in v iew th a t 
Mr. Allison tu rned ov er ev ery dollar 
and all th e p rop erty be p ossessed in 
th e w orld and began life anew . M u ch 
adm iratio n for Mr. A llison, wh o h a s 
ev er since th e p resent difficu lties be­ 
gan, sh ow n h is disp osition to sav e th e 
jieop lo from loss w h o h ad p u t th eir 
tru st in h im .

Reu ben A lex ander, one 
of 
Ru sh 
co u nty ’s early settlers, died last nig h t 
a t 6:45 a t h is h ome on West F ifth 
street, as a resu lt of a fall receiv ed 
last T h u rsday ev ening, w h ile p rep ar- 
ing to retire for th e nigh t. 
As statedTin th e R ep u blican last 
week, Mr. A lex ander in some m anner 
stu m bled and fell, striking tlm floor 
w ith h is flip , breaking th a t m em ber 
near th e h ip jo int. 
Since t b a t t i m e 
Mr. A lex ander h as been steadily de­ 
clining and h is death was 
alm ost 
h ou rly ex p ected. 
Th e deceased 
was 
ninety y ears, 
th ree m onth s and eigh teen day s old 
and was born at E lizav ille, Flem ing 
cou nty , K entu cky , on M arch 4th , 1814. 
He sp ent h is boy h ood day s a t th at 
p lace u ntil M arch , 18 31, w h en at th e 
age of sev enteen h e accom p anied h is 
fath er to R u sh cou nty , Ind., th en a 
w ilderness, w h ere h e w ith a h ired 
h and set to w ork to clear a p atch of 
grou nd so th at h e m igh t raise a crop 
of corn for th e fam ily to su bsist on, 
w h en th ey cam e in October. 
His 
fath er 
retu rned 
to K entu cky and 
brou gh t th e fam ily th is cou nty and 
Mr. A lex ander stay ed and assisted liis 
p arents in|th e w ork of im p rov ing th e 
land u ntil A u gu st, 18 35. 
On A u gu st 20th of th at y ear h e 
m arried Selm a Caldw’ell and began 
w edded life by erecting a log cabin on 
an eigh ty acre strip of land, giv en 
h im by h is fath er and u p on wdiioh 
th ere w ere 
no im p rov em ents w h a t­ 
ev er. 
Th e cou p le continu ed to m ake 
th a t th eir h ome u ntil th e death of 
Mrs. A lex ander 
w h ich occu rred on 
Ja nu ary 23(1, 18 8 1. 
Mr. A lex ander 
and p art of h is fam ily rem ained on 
th e farm u ntil th e 3d of Nov em ber, 
18 8 6, w h en th ey mov ed to th is city . 
He was th e eigh th ch ild of a fam ­ 
ily of fou rteen ch ildren, sev en sons 
and sev en 
dau gth ers, all of wh om 
liv ed and m arried w ith th e ex cep tion 
of one. 
To h im and h is w ife w ere 
born 
elev en 
ch ildren, fiv e 
sons and six 
dau gh ters, tw o of wh om died w h ile 
y ou ng. 
Mr. A lex ander joined th e C h ristian 
ch u rch in October, 18 8 5, u nder th e 
p reach ing 
of Rev . G abriel C. Mc- 
Du ffee, an old p ioneer p reach er of th e 
old Jeru salem Gosjiel iu Ru sh cou nty . 
Mr. 
A lex ander 
was 
w ell know n 
th rou gh ou t th e cou nty and h is m any 
friends and acqu aintances w ill h ear 
testim ony to h is earnest and faith fu l 
effort to lead a consistent C h ristian 
life till th e day of h is death . 
He 
was an earnest w orker in th e ch u rch 
and th e day was nev er too cold nor 
th e nig h t too storm y to p rev ent h is 
attending religiou s serv ices. He was a 
lov ing fath er, a friend to th e i>oor and 
needy and was a rep resentativ e of tru e 
A m erican citizensh ip .

lob b y he is at once the center of every­ 
b ody within range. 
It is exceedingly 
gratifying to the friends of the senior 
senator from Indiana to see the nomi­ 
nation coming to him as a free-will 
offering. 
Neither he nor his friends 
have tu rned a hand toward getting the 
nomination after going to the conven­ 
tion. 
A man with less firmness in his 
makeu p wou ld prob ab ly have b een per- 
au aded to say something u nder the 
circu mstances.

m anent Chairman Joseph G. Cannon 
of Illinois, who, as speaker of the 
hou se of representatives, has taken a 
strong place in the national interest. 
The continu ed lack of pu b lic inter­ 
est in the convention was evidenced 
b y the large nu m b er of spectators’ 
seats vacant. Beats at former Repu b ll 
can conventions u su ally b rou ght a pre­ 
miu m. 
Today 
specu lators 
offered 
them, b u t there were few takers, and 
as the hou r approached for the con­ 
vention to assem b .e they sold them 
for a song. 
The wilderness of vacant 
seats was in the gallery and on the 
mezzanine floor, where not more than 
two-thirds of the chairs were occu pied. 
The first floor was well filled. 
W ithou t a distu rb ing element to im­ 
pede smooth operation, the day’s pro­ 
gram was carried ou t like clockwork. 
Not a jarring sou nd was heard, not a 
false step taken. 
It was an assemb ly 
of non-comb ative delegates which car­ 
ried into effect, withou t the thu nder­ 
ou s dem onstration u su ally attendant 
u pon political conventions, a pu rpose 
that had b een clearly defined. 
An or­ 
ganization was perfected at the first 
day’s session preparatory to the adop­ 
tion of a platform and the u iaking of 
nominations in the su cceeding days of 
the convention, and the adoption of 
the platform was perfu nctory. 
From 
the q u iet yet u nm istakab le enthu siasm 
provoked b y Senator Fairb anks’ arriv­ 
al at the Coliseu m, his nomination for 
vice president is b u t little less assu red 
than 
the 
nomination 
of 
Theodore 
Roosevelt for president. 
Today’s session was opened with 
prayer b y Rev. Thomas E. Cox. 
The 
report of the committee on resolu tions 
was then presented b y Senator Henry 
C. I/Odge and adopted. 
The party’s 
platform inclu des a plank strongly 
commending the estab lished Repu b li­ 
can policy on the tariff and presents 
in terse langu age the necessity for 
m aintaining the protective policy in 
the interest of American lab or and 
American indu stries. 
Added to this is 
a declaration committing the party to 
a readju stm ent of the schedu les if 
fou nd to b e desirab le In the fu tu re. 
There is also a mild declaration on the 
su b ject of reciprocity and a pronou nce­ 
ment against tru sts, b u t with a reser­ 
vation in the interest of “estab lished, 
legitim ate indu stries." 
In this con­ 
nection it congratu lates the p*rty u pon 
the legislation on the tru st q u estion 
which has b een secu red since Mr. 
Roosevelt b ecame president. 
There 
are also planks dealing with the Isth­ 
mian canal and the policy of the 
United 
States 
toward 
Cu b a, 
u pon 
which the Repu b lican party is felici­ 
tated. 
It also contains a declaration 
In 
favor 
of encou raging 
American 
chipping. 
The tariff plank declares for the 
"cardinal priciples of protection" and 
fu rther that the rate of du ty shou ld b e 
the difference b etween the cost of pro­ 
du ction 
!n 
the 
United 
States 
and 
ab road. 
The rates of du ty shou ld b e 
readju sted "only when conditions have 
eo changed that the pu b lic interest de­ 
mands it. 
All su ch changes shou ld b e 
made b y the Repu b lican party.*' 
The report of the committee on per­ 
m anent organization was then heard 
and Perm anent Chairman Cannon was 
escorted to the chair. 
His address 
received the closest attention throu gh- 
gu t and was lib erally pu nctu ated with 
applau se. 
Chairman Cannon Introdu ced his ad­ 
dress with the statem ent that “the Re­ 
pu b lican party was b orn with the dec­ 
laration that slavery was sectional ov 
local, and that freedom was national 


ft has ever b een a national party, Its 
policies b enefiting every section and 
every i_.an in the repu b lic. It made its 
first su ccessfu l contest for power in 
1860 with Ab raham Lincoln as Its 
standard b earer. 
Secession followed. 
The war for the m aintenance of the 
Uaion was waged for fou r years, and 
su ch a contest of arm s the world had 
never seen b efore and perhaps never 
will see again. In the end slavery was 
ab olished and freedom b ecame u ni­ 
versal within the b orders of the re­ 
pu b lic. W ith a b ankru pt treasu ry and 
b ankru pt credit, the party u nder the 
lead of Lincoln, went b ack to the pol­ 
icy of W ashington and wrote u pon the 
statu te b ooks the revenu e laws im­ 
posing du ties on imports that wou ld 
produ ce revenu e and at the same time 
protect every citizen of the United 
States in diversifying the indu stries 
of the repu b lic. 
It was a contest for 
free men and for free lab or everywhere 
within ou r b orders. The policy of pro­ 
tection has b een the shib b oleth of the 
Repu b lican party from that day to this. 
Under this policy, from an insignifi­ 
cant m anu factu ring cou ntry in 1860, 
b y leaps and b ou nds, while W9 still 
rem ained first in agricu ltu re among 
the nations of the earth, we have b e­ 
come more than first in manu factu res. 
More than one-third of all the m anu ­ 
factu red produ ct» of the whole earth 
is produ ced b y American capital, b y 
American lab or, which works shorter 
hou rs than any people on earth, and 
has more steady employment than any 
people on earth, and on the average 
receives, conservatively 
stated, one 
and three-fou rths dollars compensation 
where similar lab or elsewhere receives 
b u t one dollar. 
"W e enter the coming campaign 
with the record of the Repu b lican par­ 
ty, u nder the leadership of Theodore 
Roosevelt, feeling that we have made 
progress and marked progress along 
the line q f law and order, contempor­ 
ary with the development of ou r ma­ 
teria! interests. 
In addition to this, 
and as a fu rther illu stration of the con­ 
dition of the cou ntry, let me call you r 
attention to the fact that the people 
of the United 8tates now have far 
greater wealth than the people of any 
other cou ntry on earth. 
Capital is 
ab u ndant; interest rates are decreas­ 
ing and capital seeks investment. And 
while the law prohib its u nlawfu l com­ 
b inations, great b locks of competitive 
private capital have b een and are b e­ 
ing Invested in all the indu stries of the 
cou ntry. 
It can easily b e foreseen 
that when a legitim ate plant comes 
into competition with a plant that is 
capitalized for two or three tim es its 
valu e, the overcapitalized plant will 
go to the wall. 
It is an open secret 
that within the last two years the 
shrinkage from over capitalization has 
b een many, many hu ndreds of millions 
of dollars. 
The property is all there 
now. as it was two years ago; b u t the 
wind and the water and the gas have 
disappeared, greatly to the advantage 
of the people of the cou ntry. 
And yet 
on the average, I say again, otir people 
are b etter employed and at a b etter 
wage, and have 
b een for the last 
twelve months, than ever b efore. And 
notw ithstanding this great shrinkage 
of fictitiou s valu es, the millions of peo­ 
ple throu ghou t the cou ntry who live 
In the sweat of their faces, do not 
know thereof and 
are not affected 
thereb y. 
“Let u s make ou r nominations in 
order and appeal to the people of the 
cou ntry for a renewal of power to the 
Repu b lican party, standing b y ou r pol­ 
icies, ready to legislate where legis­
